EEC  U.S.  High  Quality  Beef  Quotas.  The  EEC  has  fixed  the  amount  of  U.S. 
high  quality  beef  which  may  be  imported  during  the  first  quarter  of  1981  at 


3,000  metric  tons.  Since  Greece  has  joined  the  Common  Market,  it  will  now 
be  permissable  for  Greek  importers  to  apply  for  licenses  to  import  U.S. 
high  quality  beef  under  the  EEC  10,000  metric  ton  annual  quota.

All  regulations 
pertaining  to  high  quality  beef  imports  to  Europe  apply  also  to  Greek 
imports.

Meat  which  fulfills  requirements 
of  Presidential  Decree  Number  653/77  is  still  eligible  for  export  to  Greece.

A  total  of  5995.8  metric  tons 
of  imported  frozen  beef  was  purchased  which  included  1811  metric  tons  of 
grain  fed  quality  beef.
